Will 
the  EPA  provide  filters  & reliable  water  for  Navajos  that  cannot  simply  run  to  town  & buy  drinking  water  for 
day  to  day  activities? 

I’ve  stated  my  complaint  so  elementary  because  I care  about  my  family  & friends  living  in  the  Southwest. 

I am  a Navajo  from  the  Navajo  Nation.  I hunt  & fish  & find  it  hard  to  believe  that  a careless  matter  of  fact 
handling  of  a contaminated  sight  wasn’t  handled  with  that  utmost  thought  about  the  basic  consequences 
to  the  environment!!!!!! 

If  billions  can  be  spent  for  profit,  then  billions  should  be  spent  for  cleanup  & should’ve  been  spent  for 
prevention!!!!  I don’t  read  about  public  hearings  on  businesses  being  able  to  petition  to  the  public  about 
destroying  land  for  profit  but  I read  about  Colorado  residents  shooting  down  appropriation  dollars  for 
cleaning  up  the  mine?  I don’t  get  it! 
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
